There  has  been  a  big  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications ^ of 
communicable  disease*  This  has  been  duo  to  an  epidemic  of  whooping 
cough  and  measles*  In  both  cases  the  epidemic  was  of  a  mild  typo 
-  no  cases  required  removing  to  hospital  and  there  was  not  a  single 

death. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation  Fiftynine  children  were  immunised  and,  in 
addition,  s ixtoon  others  who  had  already  been  immunised,  received 
a  "boosting”  does  attaining  school  ago.  As  we^have  about^l40 
births  a  year,  those  figures  are  rather  disturbing.  Despite 
intensive  publicity,  you  will  soe  that  only  about  35%  of  children 
are  being  protected  against  this  dread  disease

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
year  ended  51st  December,  1950

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1950. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

A  new  main  was  laid  by  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board 
from  Whinney  Hill  Nurseries  up  to  Fox  Hill  Farm  thus  giving 
an  ample  water  supply  to  farms  in  this  district. 

With  very  few  exceptions  water  is  supplied  throughout 
the  area  by  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  and  the  Hartlepools 
Gas  and  Water  Company  and  these  supplies  have  been  of  good 
quality. 

DRAINS  AND  SEWERS 

A  now  length  of  sower  was  constructed  In  the  parish  of 
Groatham  along  West  Row  and  now  sewers  were  constructed  at 
Thorpe  Thowlcs  and  Dalton  Picrcy  to  take  the  drainage  from 
now- housing  estates. 

Sewers  at  Longncwton  and  Preston  were  choked  and  were 
cleared  without  any  undue  delay  and  generally ^all  sewers  and 
drains  have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  district. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 

The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Carlton,  Stillington  and 
Newton  Bcwlcy  have  worked  satisfactorily. 

Authority  for  proceeding  with  the  schemes  for  ^  sewage 
disposal  in  the  parishes  of  Elwick,  Hart,  Dalton  Picrcy, 
Groatham,  Whitt  on,  Rodmarshall,  Grindon  and  Longncwton  is 

still  awaited. 

The  septic  tanks  at  Longncwton,  Hart  and  Elwick  have 
had  constant  attention  throughout  the  year. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the  whole  of  the 
area  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's  own  employees.  _atn 
two  wagons  and  only  four  men  this  work  has  boon  carried 
in  a  satisfactory  manner.  A  number  of  conversions  from 
ashpits  to  bins  was  made,  and  several  conversions  o 
water  carriage  system  were  carried  out  during  the  year# 


HOUSING 


During  the  year  36  Council  houses  have  boon  built  and 
occupied,  those  being  16  at  Whitton,  8  at  Dalton  Picrcy, 

4  at  Longnowton,  2  at  Elmwood  Road,  Preston  and  6  at 
Thorpe  Thowlcs, 

During  the  year  10  houses  have  been  built  under 
private  licences. 

There  wore  9  houses  demolished  by  the  owner a  in 
Stillington  and  the  families  re-housed  In  the  Council* 1 s 
new  houses. 

Preliminary  notices  Served  on  many  owners  throughout 
the  district  havo  all  been  complied  with  without  any 
further  action, 

WATER  SAMPLES
